Idaho: No 
to power 
requests 

State fights order . 
to help California

BOISE - Idaho leaders are 
fighting back against an order 
requiring Western power suppli- 
ers to sell electricity to powor* 
-Strapped California. 

Utilities producing electricity 
for Idaho consume rs have lieen 
prohibited from drafting water 
from the state's reservoirs to gen- 
erate excess jxiwer, state leaders 
announced Friday, 

• And the order could deplete 
Idaho's power reserves and 
result in blackouts and higher 
energy costs throughout the 
state. Sen. Liirry Craig. R-Idaho, 
warned Friday. 

“These orders could precipi- 
t.ite a larger crisis than the situa- 
tion you are trying to avert." 
Craig said in a letter to Energy 
Secretary Bill Richardson. 
"Northwest ratepayers should 
not, and will not. pay for the mis- 
takes made by California policy 
makers." 

On Dec. H. Kichard.son issued 
a six-day- emergency order' 
requiring 75 Western power sup- 
pliers to sell electricity to 
California. He has since extend- 
ed that period to next 
Wednesday. 

But the Idaho Public Utilities 
Commission Friday banned 
Avista, Idaho Power Co. and 
PacifiCorp from drafting addi- 
tional water from reservoirs or 
through hydro plants to create 
excess electricity for needs out- 
side the local system.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - 
Wilbert Rideau, the crusading 
Jallhouse journalist acdolmed 
for bis unflinching exposes of 
brutality behind bars, got his 
murder convicdon thrown out by 
a federal appeals court Friday 
after nearly 40 years in prison. 

A three-judge panel of the Sih 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
unanimously ruled that blacks 
were improperly excluded from 
the grand jury that indicted 
Rideau, a black man, in the 1961 
slaying of a white bonk teller. 

The court said Rideau. 58, 
must beretried in a reasonable 
amount of time or set free. 

Prosecutors ocknowledged 
that getting another conviction 
- - would be difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, but said they will appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

The prison would not make 
Rideau available for comment. 
His lawyer, Julian Murray, said 
lUdeau had already heard about 
the raling by the time he talked 


to him at the Louisiana State 
Penitentiary in Angola. 

“This is one of the first times 
Pve ever talked to him when he 
at a loss for words,” Murray 
said. “He was sorry it took 40 
years to overturn a grand jury 
indiament that was the result of 
the apartheid system that exist- 
ed in the ’60s."

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Study blasts Forest Service 



Watchdog group 
criticizes handling 
of Western fires

WASHINGTON - While the 
federal government has lauded 
the U.S. Forest Service on its 
success battling record wildfires 
in Idaho and across the West this 
year, a recent study by a conser- 
vative watchdog group said the 
agency wasted taxpayers’ dol- 
lars. 


Mismanagement within the 
Forest Service led to a record 
' $1.6 billion firefighting budget, 
nearly double the cost of extin- 
guishing severe blazes in years - 
post, according to a. report 
released by Taxpayers for 
Common Sense. 

The group points to the Forest 
Service’s lack of fire prevendon 
plans in all but 5 percent of 
nadonal forests as a significant 
reason why it failed to prevent 
and control the outbreak of 
blazes. 

Failure to establish fire pre- 
vention plans on all burnable 
areas, despite a 1995 pledge to 
do so, forces the service to “go 


into fighting fires with blindfolds 
on,” said Jonathan 
Oppenheimer, the study’s direc- 
tor. 

The plans serve as a “roadmap 
or game plan for the Forest 
Service to follow” and establish 
what firefighters should and 
should not do in the case of a 
fire, Oppenheimer said. The 
plans also should establish sever- 
^ firefighting priorides, includ- 
ing letting certain small fires ' 
bum if condidons are not likely 
to swell it into a large bl^. 

While the ogency pledged to 
institute plans across the country 
by 1996, Forest Service ofndals 
downplayed their importance in 


preventing and controlling firei 
“Fire management plans don’t 
cause fires; and fire management 
plans don’t put out fires,” sold 
Harry Croft, deputy director for 
fire and aviadon management at 
the Forest Service. “Fire season 
is going to do what it wants and 
it doesn’t have anything to do 
with plans.” v 

The record number of blazes 
fought this year, Croft sait^ was 
not attributable to mismanage- 
ment, but rather to a lengthy 
drought in the West, which made 
condidons ripe for v^dfires. 

In places such as Salmon, hilly 
terrain and dry lands fueled a

JEROME - The City Council explained some of 
the finer points of annexation law to about a dozen 
newly annexed residents at a special meeting 
Tlnmiday evening. 

The dty recently annexed about 160 acres north 
of the dty into dty limits. 

The city has vriihdrawn the annexation of the 
land that indudes the Southern Idaho Regional 
Communications Center dispatch site and the 
South Central Distria Hcaltli Department. The dty 
will wait to annex the Magic Valley Evangelical 
Free Church site until the dty and the Rev. Randall 
Davis cart work out details concerning dty require- 
ments on citf bs and gutters and parking lots. 

City Engineer Scott Bybee said the dty lias con- 
sulted with legal counsel os well as tvith the state 
attoniey general's office. He discussed several ways 
in which the annexation would affect residents, 
induding 

• The dty will gve newly annexed residents a 
one-year grace period to hook up to the dty sewer 
system. During that grace period, the dty will waive 
the 51,500 hook-up fee. The projjeny owner would 
only have to cover the expense of installing tlte pipe 
from his residence to tJie property line. 

• Any newly annexed resident who owns water 
shares wiilt the Noniiude Canal Co. can either turn 
chose water .diarcs over to the dty and pay the dty 
for delivery of the water, or hold onto the water 
shares and have the canal company deliver the . 
water with no additional city water assessment 
charged. 

• If the propeny owner is in compliance with 
county codes at the time of the annexation (for 

-mstance-rulcs-govemingthenumberof animals 
allowed on their property), the residem can contin- 
ue with the same land use for 10 years. 

Mayor Dennis Moore said Jeromft is in a rural area 
and people are used to having their animals. 

“As long as nciglibors don't complain, the dty 
w-ill not get involved,” Moore .said. 

At the end of 10 years, the resident can continue 
to apply for 10-year exteasions. If the land is sold, 
the land u.sc goes with the land. 

• Tlie city can legally annex five-acre or larger 
parcels without the owner^s consent. The dty plans 
to proceed with annexing the contested parcels 
located northwest of the dty in January. 

The dty plans to pass a resolution darifying the 
annexation’s legal issues at tlie Jan. 2 City Council 
meeting. Copies of the rc.soIution will be available 
at City Hall.

Jury finds defendant guilty in 
murder of ex-wife, her bo^riend; 


Prosecutor blames Massachusetts 
for releasing suspect in Montana 


. GREAT FALLS, Mont (AP) - A 
prosecutor here accused 
Massachusetts of dumping a sexu- 
al predator on Montana, wh^ it 
was clear he was a serious threat 
tochildrea 

Instead of locking Nathaniel 
Bar-Jonah up in 1991 after his 
third known attack on children, 
he was released after promising 
to move with his mother to 
Montana, Cascade County 
Attorney Brant Light said Friday. 

Bar-Jonah now is suspected of 
cannilialism in the death of a 10- 
year-old. 

“He was dumped on us,” Light 
said. “And we are deeply offend- 
ed by that” 

Bor-Jonah, 43, was charged this 
week with murder and aggrikvat- 
ed kidnapping in connection with 
the 1996 disappearance of 
Zachary Ramsay in Great Falls. 
Investigators say evidence sug- 
gests Bar-Jonah raped and mur- 
dered the boy, butchered him and 
disposed of the body meals he 
served to unsuspecting nei^bors.

MOSCOW (AP) - A Latah 
County jury on Friday found 
Dale Carter Shackelford guilty of 
murdering his ex-wife and her 
boyfriend and burning their bod- 
ies. 

Jurors decided Shackelford is 
responsible for the May 1999 
shootings of Donna Fontaine and 
her boyfriend Fred Polahniuk at 
a remote apartment cast of 
Kendrick. 

Shackelford was found guilty 
OT six counts: first-degree murder 
in Fontaine's death, first-degree 
murder in Palahniuk’s death, 
first-degree arson for burning 
Fontaine’s apartment where the 
couple’s bodies were found, con- 
spiracy to commit murder, con- 
spiracy to commit arson and 
preparing false evidence for the 
Latah County grand jury that 
investigated Fontaine’s death. 

For nearly IS minutes, 2nd 
District Judge John Siegner’s 
courtroom echoed with the 
refrain "guilty, guilty, guilty," as 
each of the 12 jurors were polled 
on their decision. 

Shackelford, who smiled and 
mugged for photographs with his 
attorneys before the verdict 
came, remained expressionless 
throughout the readings. He

could receive the death penalty 
during sentencing before Siegner 
on June 25.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Southern California Edlion Co., 
one of two huge investor-owned 
utilities .shaken by California’s 
electricity crisis, announced cut- 
backs impacting 400 jobs Friday - 
a day after state regulators 
favored customer rate hikes in 
January to rescue the utilities. 

SoCal Edison and its parent. 
Edison International, said they 
were cutting costs and that "more 
substandal reductions” were pos- 
sible if its financial condition did 
not improve. 

"To preserve our ability to pro- 
vide electric service and remain 
via ble , we arojaking jhese Imm^ 
diatc cash-preserving actions." 
Edison imernationars chairman 
and president, John E. Bryson, 
said in a statement. 

A consumer group denounced 
the company’s action, saying the 
jobs were “400 sacrificial lambs 
for the company's political cam- 
paign to previure the public."

TWIN FALLS - Some Magic 
Valley dairymen are delaying 
tractor tradeoffs, foregoing new 
furniture and carpet or fine-tun- 
ing cows’ rations to squeeze pen- 
nies out of their nutrition bud- 
gets, an agricultural expert said. 


So the rest of the valley is feel- 
ing the prick of low milk prices 
and the resulting financial strug- 
gles in the dairy industry, whiUi 
produces the No. 1 agricultural 
commodity in Idaho and in the 
Ma^c Valley. 

Each Sl-per-hundredweight 
drop in milk prices costs the 
Magic Valley $13.6 million in 
annual revenue, said Robert 


Ohiensehlen, a Twin Falls 
County agricultural extension 
agent for the University of Idaho. 

That’s $13.6 million less to cir- 
culate in the valley’s economy. 

“Whenever a dollar of revenue 
is generated within the economy, 
it has a trickle effect,” 
Ohiensehlen said. 

He said he has observed dairy- 
men’s loss of discretionary 


income trimming their purchases 
of farm equipment, major house- 
hold items, Christinas gifts, pro- 
fessional services such as 
accounting and animal-health 
services such as veterinarians, 
immunizations and nutritional 
services. 

Ohlensehlen’s statistic came

Consumer spending shows 
little growth in November j

WASHINGTON - Americans 
increased their spending in 
November hy the smallest 
amount in six months, an indica- 
tion they were less confident in 
the economy and rattled by the 
volatile stock market. More 
recently, retailers are reporting ' 
less-than-merry holiday soles. 

The Commerce Department 
reported Friday that spending 
rose by 0.3 percent last month, 
rampared with a 0.4 percent rise 
in October. It was the weakest 
pace since May’s mark, also 0.3 
percent. 

“Spending at this pace doesn’t 
seem to suggest a very merry 
C^stmas for businesses,” said 
Richard Yaraarone, economist 
with Argus Research Corp.

The Rev. William Winston is one of the 
few Episcopal priests in the nation - proba- 
bly the only one - who is recogrilzed on the 
"acknowledgements” page of a book by 
bestselling fiction writer Stephen King. 

In his study at St.’ Anne’s Episcopal 
Church in Fort Worth, Texos, the priest 
showed a handsomely bound spedm edi- 
tion of King's book "Desperation.” It is a 
story of mayhem in which o tatanlc high- 
woy -patrolman reeks destruction in o 
Western town that bears the name of the . 
book’s title. 

King offers a spedol acknowledgement 
to “W TlHam Winston, Episcopalian minis- 



ter" along with three 
other .acknowledge- 
ments, including one to 
King's wife, Tabiiha, 
whom the author calLs 
his “keenest critic." 

The priest's special 
I copy of the book is 
I signed ^ King with the 
I cryptic wording “This is 
I the book, the book ^u 
helped me with! I hope i 
got most of it right and 
that your pneuma, not to mention your 
soma and sorx is in good aliape. God bless. 
Stephen King."

Winston met King when he was a priest 
in the early 1990s ot St. John's Episcopal. 
Church In Bangor. Maine, King’s home 
t03vn. The two were working out nt n local 
health spa and were acquainted. Out of the 
blue, one day, King said, “William, tell me 
about the nature of evil.” 

. What followed were meetings at a local 
bagel shop in Bangor and at Winston's 
home, which was on the same street as 
King’s. 

In the book there ore sharp distinctions 
between good and evil. 

One of the principal characters, l^yea^ 
old David Carver, Is mysteri.ously touched 
by God, and the evil patrolman immediate- 
ly recognizes it. After kilUng one member -

The tide of a new book sounds 
like an attack on the year’s most 
generous season: "The Ethics of 
. Giving and Receiving: Am I My 
Foolish Brother’s Keeper?" 

The first essay, by University 
of Chicago philosophy professor 
Leon Ka^ does read a little like 
"how the Grinch studied 
Aristotle." Kass' answer to the 
title quesdoti is a qualified "no." 

Philanthropy, he asserts, 
should be linked with justice. 
And justice, he.writes, creates., 
standards for wise giving: People 
responsible for their own misfor- 
tune-drug addias, for instanc e 
should get bumped to the end of' 
the line. And help should gener- 
ally be issued with strings 
attached, such as requiring some- 
one on welfare to cventu^y get 
a job. 

Bui the point of the book is 
really to find an intelligent way 
to answer the title question with 
a qualified “yes," sold the book's 
co-editor, Southern Methodist 
University philosophy profe.ssor 
tVillTam May. 

The book, published this week 
by Southern Methodist 
University Press, tries to make 
pliilosophy practical. Using acad- 
emicians and philanthropy pro- 
fessionals, it brings the tools of.

ttisely.

McCartney, daughter of ex-Beatle 
Sir Paul McCai^ey and report- 
edly the designer of Madonna's 
wedding dress, accompanied 
Madonna on the shopping crip. 

The Alfred Dunhlll company 
announced that Ritchie would 
wear a lovat green jacket of 
Shetland tweed with matching tie 
and socks and a plain white cot- 
ton shirt with a 1930s-style 
straight collar.
